The S27, S36 and S36A "UHF" rx was, of course, used heavily in WWII for the 
detection of the German "kKnickebein" RDF signals, which indicated incipient 
raid activity. For this reason alone it is of historic interest, but it 
also was something of a design breakthrough as well, utilizing the novel 
(at the time) acorn tubes. 


They are, alas, all too often parted out or dumped due to both the exotic 


front end design and the weight (something like 70 lbs in the box). I 
found a fortunate survivor, which had the usual problems of receivers of 
the era. It operated weakly on all bands, but was definitely ill. 


I found about one third of the resistors to be grossly out of spec. No 
rhyme nor reason to the pattern, save that the two-watt composition R's are 
invariably bad. I also found that the two electrolytic bypass caps and the 
four 0.05 oil bath caps were suspicious and these were replaced. (The 
power filters are also oil bath, but seemed fine.) Despite the therapy, 
the set still misbehaved. The voltage chart gave values for HV that were 
about 15% lower than what I usually found, even though the input was set at 
110 vac. I presume that a higher voltage power tranformer was adopted at 
some point. However, there were still some anomalously high readings, 
especially across some transformer coils. I found that several of the 8200 
pf mica bypass caps were bad, so replaced all 16 of them. Sigh. About 
half of the ones removed were not up to snuff. As we are all finding out, 
micas can be troublesome.... 


After an IF alignment, the set still was very weak. While aligning it, I 
noticed that the adjustment of the final IF transformer did not result in 
any kind of peaking. Looking into the matter further, it came to me that 
what I was twiddling was NOT the last IF transformer, despite the 
specification in the instruction book. The bottom line is that in the S36A 
manual, Fig. 5.1, the final IF and the discriminator are interchanged! The 
following is the necessary correction to the legend: #7 is really #9, #8 
is #10, #9 is #8 and #10 is #7. I found that (a) the other alignment, 
mainly for dial accuracy, is generally unnecessary and (b) a Bad Idea. It 
involves bending coils and moving taps and stuff like that. 


Shortly thereafter, in Nashville TN I copied on 10 m N7JW out of St George 
Utah, who must be our kinda guy. He was running a Johnson Ranger and Desk 
KW and an HRO 60. Oh, yeah, the FM sounds good too. Love those p-p 6V6's.

These sets worked after a fashion back in their "time". 
(Compared to 
VHF sets like the SCR-522) but by mid-1950's standards they were 
somewhat "deaf", even if carefully aligned with new tubes. By 
modern day 
standards, they are quite "deaf" indeed, so don't expect better 
than say 
1-2 microvolts sensitivity at best from them! The unmodified 
SCR-522 
receiver or it's tunable equivalent (the nomenclature of which I 
can't recall at the moment...BC-652??) usually ran around 3-5 
microvolts. Better if the 9003's 
were subbed by the 6AK5's. This for around a 10/20 db signal to 
noise ratio. 


When the SCR-522 was popular for ham 2 meter work, the 
receiver worked 
amazingly well when the 6BQ7 cascode pre-amplifiers were added! 
The 
6BQ7 and its derivatives worked xwonders* for VHF back then!

Another 
transmitter that showed up in quite a few mobiles in the 
1950 era was the Harvey Wells Bandmaster, TBS50. Usually it 
was the C version that used a carbon mike. Harvey Wells 
even offered a dynamotor power supply for it. Lysco made 
some single band mobile rigs too. They used either all 
6V6's or all 6AQ5's. My Elmer from Fort Thomas, KY out of 
that era, Will Friend, W4KKB, had a Gonset 10-11 converter 
and a home brew 10 meter TX with a 5763 crystal 
oscillator/doubler, another 5763 doubler and a 2E26 final. 
The modulator used a pair of 6V6's and a T-17 carbon mike. 
It probably had an intermittant audio stage too. A lot of 
guys were going mobile then to "avoid" TVI. They never 
stayed in one place long enough for someone to figure out 
who they were and complain. Ah, the good old days!

Thanks to everyone who responded to my requests for RA-17 manuals, 

if I neglected to get back to you individually. The radio and accessories 
arrived today, in really nice condition. Manuals aren't here yet, and --- 
naturally -- not all is perfect. I haven't had time to even think about 
looking at the VLF converter or ISB adapter yet, just the RA-17C12 


There are a couple of obvious modifications. A panel light dimmer was 
added where the right hand 1/4" jack is located. Fortunately, the person 
who did the work very carefully tie-wrapped the jack and wiring up 

under the chassis. 


And there is an added circuit card (actually a piece of perfboard) added 
to the inside of the right side panel above the chassis. A small added 
transformer feeds what appears to be a regulated power supply (haven't 
dug far enough with the inspection mirror to see what the silicon is). 
There are four mini relays, a few transistors, some miniature variable R 
trimmers and one LM339B. All of this (a wild guess follows) is 
connected to some new power resistors, and it all seems to sequence 

on some of the radios power. Does this sound familiar to any RA-17 
owners out there? It is very professionally done and doesn't have that 
"cobbled together" flavor of a typical basement mod. 


Initially, the radio worked on 75 meters. Then quit. Then I was able to 
get it to work very well on the 9-10Mc range, and spent some time 
listening to SWBC -- and now that has quit. Also seemed to function 
briefly on 7 Mc -- also now gone. I'm not getting any response from 
signals fed in from a signal generator at the antenna terminals. I 
suppose this means the conversion oscillator(s) or Wadley loop needs 
work/alignment/etc. Or that something went south. None of the other 
frequency ranges have produced any signals at all -- in either the tuned 
or untuned positions of the front-end. 


I was also warned about the metal Brit capacitors -- and the radio is full 
of them. So I guess there is a major recap job ahead. 


Anyway -- based on the brief periods of time this radio was working, I 

think I'm going to like this one a great deal, even if there's a bit of work 
before it can take a place on the desk. You have to love that Kc tuning 
mechanism-- and it just plain looks terrific!! :-) The whole radio inside 
and out simply oozes quality. 


If anyone has any magic incantations that need to be muttered over this 
thing, or a standard list of pits and pitfalls - please pass them on.
